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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new claim amendments change the scope of finally rejected claims, therefore, require further consideration 
and/or search. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Meagher does not contemplate a cold 
forming process and includes heavy metals, such as cobalt, not required by the present claims. Applicant's argument regarding Meagher is not 
convincing because most of the independent process claims, with exception of claim 5 1 , do not recite a cold forming step and use semi-open and open 
transiltional phrases "consisting essentially of and "comprising" allowing presence of additonal coating components. Applicant further argues Ishii is 
concerned with long-term corrosion resistant coatings which is much thinner than coatings for cold forming of the present invention. The examiner does 
not consider applicant's argument persuasiv e because Ishii also teaches that the zinc phosphate coating can be applied to metal surface to improve 
lubrication during cold working. See paragraph 4 of Final Office Action mailed 1 December 2008. In addition, applicant argues unexpected results 

from the instant invention. The examiner would like to remind the applicant that any objective evidence such as 
unexpected result must be factually supported by an appropriate affidavit or declaration to be of probative value. 
See In re De Blauwe, 736 F.2d 699, 705, 222 USPQ 191, 196 (Fed. Cir. 1984) and MPEP 716.01(c). Evidence of 
unexpected properties may be in the form of a direct or indirect comparison of the claimed invention with the 
closest prior art which is commensurate in scope with the claims. See In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 
(CCPA 1980) and MPEP § 716.02(d) - § 716.02(e). Since the proof of factual evidence is lacking in applicant's 
assertion of unexpected results, the examiner does not find the argument persuasive.
